General's office and Mr. Dangheiiy's refusal 
to submit them to the Senate investigating com- 
mittee has placed President Coolidge in an 
JimbwraMing position.. Under ths cireuin- 
rtanees It was almost Impossible for him to take 
any other course than to suggest the resigna- 
tion irhlch Mr. Dangherty has promptly ten- 


•As -was set forth In the letters of the Presl- 


'dent and the Attorney General, the Issue was 
raised when the request was made for the turn- 
Ing over of the Department files. 
In those 


files are records of legal matters under way 
and contemplated, evidence and material which 
by its very nature must be closely guarded. 


The Attorney General refused to turn over 


the -files and asked for the support of President 
Cbolidge in his decision. This request of Mr. 
Datigherty differs from the ordinary revest 
of -ft Department head to keep inviolate trans- 
actions which would be nullified by premature 
-publicity in that Dangherty, himself, Js the 


nf an invpstirrfltinn 
in th^ 
Sr>nfii«» 


Obviously, if the President were to accede to 
it, he would have to make a personal examina- 
tion of those files and assure himself that there 
Is nothing there which might be of value to the 
investigators. The President of the United 
States has not the time, nor could he be asked 
toVundertake such a task. 


'••;' ''You have a personal interest in this inves- 
tigation which is being made of the conduct of 
yourself and your office," President Coolidge 
aaid in his letter to Mr. Daagherty, <;\vhich 
may be in conflict with your official interests 
as the Attorney General. I am not question- 
Ing, your fairness or integrity. 
I am merely 


reciting the facts that you are placed in two 
positions, one your personal interest, the other 
your office of Attorney General, which may 
conflict. 
How can I satisfy a request for 


action in matters of this nature on the grounds 
that you, as Attorney General, advise agaiust 
.it, when you. as the individual against whom 
the inquiry is directed, necessarily have a per- 
sonal interest in it? 
T> 


On the other hand, the American people, 


generally, cannot help but endorse some of the 
general statements of Mr. Daugherty as to the 
conduct of the investigation and the reasons 
behind it. Those fundamental principles of 
American fair play to which he calls attention 
are sound in any case and circumstance. 


Mr. Dangherty in the letter which followed 


his resignation calls attention to the enemies 
he has made, listing them as: 


"The powerful individuals and organizations 


who resent my successful action, in conformity 
with my sworn duty, to save the country from 
violence and anarchy during an industrial 
crisis far more serious thau the general public 
has ever known," and 


"Those equally powerful individuals find 


organizations, guilty of graft upon The Gov- 
ernment during the world war, while the youth 
«f our land was making the supreme sacrifice 
.for the Nation." 


'Of the character of the evidence pre.sem.ed, 


he says: 


"In the low court of scandal, gossip, rumor 


and ;innuendo to which appeal is no\v made, 
the partnership of rioter and war profiteer will 
have no better success with the people of the 
country who read and think and believe in jus- 
.tice and the square deal. 


'* "No better evidence of the failure tr> sub- 
itantiate charges of wrongful action on my part 
could be offered than the character of the pro- 
ceedings by the Senate committee in conduct- 
ing th»e present inquiry."

While the proposal of James M. Beck, Solici- 


tor General of the United States, to take the 
ballot away from the man who does not regis- 
ter or vote, is something like a suggestion to 
deprive a bald-headed man of a hair brush, it 
suggests, nevertheless, that some thought is 
being expended on the punishment for a too 
common failing. 


It is to the interest of each citizen that his 


vote be cast and counted. Elections decided by 
a comparatively small proportion of those 
naturally qualified to vote are elections most 
easily influenced and most readily swayed by 
passing events and sentiments. When the full 
electorate goes to the polls in primaries and 
general elections better officials and better 
legislation will be results. Surely, the privi- 
lege of voting should be exercised by as many 
as exercise the privilege of criticism. 


On Saturday, April 5. within a few days, the 


great register will lie closed for all of tln'>so who 
may wish to express a choice in the May pri- 
maries. Any man or woman of voting qualifi- 
cations who has not registered this year ond 
who does not register before that time, cannot 
add his ballot to those which will name the 
party delegations to the national conventions.
